XII. The method of treating according to claims 17-18 wherein n is 4. The claims are 
drawn to a method of treatment that is classifiable in class 514. 

Applicants elect the Group I invention, the compounds according to formula 1 of claim 1, 
wherein n is 1 . Claims 1 , 2, 6 and 7 have been amended to be directed to the elected invention.
